Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Buck  field: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the  schools  of 
this  town  for  the  municipal  school  year  ending  Feb.  12,  1923. 

When  I  arrived  in  this  union  last  July  I  found  that,  with 
the  exception  of  your  High  school  principal  and  one  of  his 
assistants,  no  teachers  had  been  engaged  for  the  coming  school 
year.  I  found,  too,  that  teachers  with  experience  and  Normal 
training  were  demanding  a  wage  that  we  in  the  present  condi- 
tion of  school  affairs  were  unable  to  pay.  It  remained  for  us 
to  do  the  best  we  could  with  the  means  at  hand. 

Our  helping  teacher,  who  had  done  faithful  and  efficient 
work  in  our  schools  for  several  years,  remained  with  us  and 
two  others  who  had  had  one  year  of  Normal  training  were 
secured.  Two  other  teachers  who  had  had  considerable  experi- 
ence and  had  been  highly  recommended  were  next  engaged  and 
with  three  young  High  school  graduates  without  previous  teach- 
ing experience  the  corps  of  grade  teachers  was  completed  and 
schools  were  opened  Sept.  5. 

In  the  High  school  the  new  year  was  ushered  in  practically 
without  change  in  the  teaching  force.  Mrs.  Withington,  who 
had  taught  successfully  in  this  school  for  many  years,  was  en- 
gaged to  teach  the  departments  of  English,  American  History, 
and  Bookkeeping. 

Immediately  upon  my  first  visits  to  your  schools  I  recog- 
nized the  fact  that  you  have  a  fine  body  of  school  children  in 
this  town.  This  fact  was  in  evidence  whether  my  visits  took  me 
to  your  High  school  or  to  the  most  remote  rural  school  in  town. 
It  seemed  to  me,  who  have  had  opportunity  to  observe  educa- 
tional conditions  in  several  sections  of  the  State,  that  the  great 
majority  of  these  children  realize  the  purposes  for  which  they 
are  attending  school  and  are  doing  reasonably  well  their  part 
to  achieve  results.  You  have  a  teachable  pupil  body.  When 
the  time  comes  that  you  can  put  into  every  grade  school  in  town 
a  highly  trained  teacher  under  housing  conditions  that  will  safe- 
guard the  health  of  the  children,  then  first  class  results  will  be 
obtained  and  the  taxpayer's  money  will  yield  ample  returns  for 
every  dollar  invested. 

What  is  the  mo  t  urgent  need  of  your  grade  schools  at  the 
present  time?  I  answer,  a  trained  teacher  in  every  school. 
How  can  this  ideal  condition  be  brought  about  without  increas- 
ing the  taxpayer's  burden  to  a  point  beyond  endurance?

At  the  present  time  we  are  maintaining  eight  grade  schools 
in  town.  Two  of  these  schools  are  so  small  that  their  continu- 
ance is  no  longer  profitable.  The  pupils  of  the  :e  schools  can 
be  conveyed  at  less  than  half  the  expen  e  now  incurred  in  main- 
taining them  and  the  money  thus  saved  will  go  far  towards  in- 
creasing the  efficiency  of  the  teaching  force.  This  is  the  first 
forward  step  that  should  be  taken.  It  is  a  mark  of  good  school 
administration  to  consolidate  schools  wherever  it  can  be  done; 
and  here  are  two  instances  at  least  where  it  can  be  done.  I  re- 
fer to  the  Whitman  school  and  the  South  Hill  school.  During 
the  winter  term  the  money  expended  in  these  schools  is  prac- 
tically wasted  for  lack  of  pupils  to  attend  them. 

There  are  several  good  features  about  your  schools  that  I 
wish  to  emphasize.  Every  school  has  its  school  improvement 
league  and  the  income  derived  from  this  source  is  used  to  better 
school  conditions.  Every  school  serves  warm  school  lunches. 
Those  of  us  who  can  remember  the  frozen  food  in  our  pails 
when  we  went  to  them  at  noon  can  appreciate  the  wisdom  of 
this  work.  Every  teacher  is  giving  a  certain  amount  of  physical 
training  in  her  school.  The  State  requirements  demand  this 
work  and  the  teachers  fully  understand  the  value  of  it. 

At  the  present  time  the  majority  of  our  grade  teachers  are 
doing  good  work.  We  have  some  teachers  whose  work  would 
be  rated  first  class  in  any  community. 

Up  to  the  present  time  I  have  given  no  standardization 
tests  in  the  schools.  It  has  been  my  purpose  to  make  a  thorough 
study  of  local  conditions  before  doing  any  survey  work.  In  the 
latter  part  of  the  spring  term  I  intend  to  give  standard  tests  in 
Reading  and  Arithmetic.  These  tests  have  value  in  that  they 
measure  up  the  work  of  the  pupils  in  comparison  with  set 
standards  obtained  from  similar  grades.  It  is  well  to  remember 
that  these  set  standards  are  obtained  from  schools  where  school 
conditions  are  as  nearly  ideal  as  the  science  of  pedagogy  can 
make  them.  The  results  of  these  tests  will  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  pupils,  parents  and  teachers.  They  are  not  intended 
for  publication. 

I  need  not  call  to  your  attention  the  splendid  condition  of 
our  High  school.  Every  citizen  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  one  of  the  best  High  schools  that  can  be  found  in  the 
State.  We  wish  to  thank  the  people  for  the  fine  support  they 
are  giving  this  school.

It  will  be  seen  that  in  four  of  our  schools  the  percentage 
attendance  is  very  high;  in  two  of  the  others  it  is  good;  in  the 
three  other  schools  where  it  is  low  there  have  been  contributing 
causes  such  as  sickness  and  parents  moving  with  their  children 
to  other  localities.  This  attendance  table  will  give  convincing 
proof  that  our  children  take  interest  in  their  school  work. 

The  financial  statement  with  which  this  report  closes  covers 
a  school  period  of  approximately  30  weeks  for  the  grades  and 
31  weeks  for  the  High  school.  Within  this  period  the  statement 
may  be  considered  as  fairly  complete.  A  few  small  janitor  bills 
are  not  in  at  the  date  of  writing.  Where  any  unpaid  bills  for 
the  school  year  1921-1922  have  been  brought  over  into  the  cur- 
rent year  for  payment  they  will  be  indicated  as  such.  This 
statement  then  will  show  current  expenses  for  this  year  up  to 
the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  town  books  plus  any  unpaid  bills 
of  last  year  that  may  have  come  over  into  this  year  for  payment.

To  the  Citizens  of  Buck  field : 

There  are  two  phases  of  the  educational  problem  that  are 
closely  related  to  the  taxpayers  of  every  town.  They  are  very 
essential  and  no  school  system  can  attempt  to  be  efficient  with- 
out their  careful  consideration. 

The  first  is  the  equality  of  opportunities  for  education  that 
are  offered  to  our  young  people.  It  is  the  fundamental  duty  of 
every  citizen  of  the  United  States  to  provide,  through  taxes,  ad- 
vantages of  education  that  will  insure  a  future  generation  free 
from  illiterates.  This  is  the  present  goal  of  our  educators.  The 
principles  of  fairness  and  justice  demand  a  square  deal  for 
every  boy  and  girl  in  the  country.  Our  young  people  are  the 
greatest  assets  that  we  have  and  how  much  more  valuable  do 
they  become  under  the  uplifting  influences  of  an  education.  If 
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we  are  to  prepare  the  children  of  the  present  generation  to  be- 
come the  citizens  Of  the  future,  there  must  be  a  universal  recog- 
nition, by  the  present  citizens,  of  their  responsibilities  and  a 
spirit  of  cooperation  among  all  to  secure  the  greatest  possible 
advantages  for  the  children. 

Secondly,  the  taxpayer  should  demand  results  from  the  ex- 
penditure of  all  moneys  for  the  furtherance  of  education.  Of 
course  this  applies  to  the  use  of  any  money  for  a  public  pur- 
pose. However,  the  efficiency  of  any  educational  system  de- 
pends upon  the  results  obtained  in  the  schools,  just  as  the  ef- 
ficiency of  any  business  depends  upon  its  output.  If  a  certain 
per  cent,  of  the  money  expended  each  year  was  used  to  obtain 
definite  results,  the  total  value  to  all  would  be  greatly  enhanced. 
This  principle  is  especially  applicable  to  the  small  community. 

Since  the  last  report  the  High  school  building  has  been  well 
supplied  with  electric  lights.  These  lights  have  been  placed  in 
every  room  in  the  building  and  are  used  by  the  grade  schools  as 
well  as  the  High.  The  total  cost  was  $267.00.  The  schools  paid 
$108.00  with  the  money  secured  from  the  presentation  of  the 
operetta  last  spring.  Plans  are  under  way  to  raise  $60.00  next 
spring  and  the  remainder  is  to  be  paid  by  the  town.  The  bene- 
fits'of  the  lights  are  innumerable.  For  at  least  four  months  of 
the  year  it  is  too  dark  in  the  late  afternoon  for  studying  to  be 
carried  on  without  danger  of  injury  to  the  eyes.  In  fact  there 
have  been  many  days  that  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to 
use  the  lights  all  the  time  that  school  was  in  session.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  more  than  mention  the  value  of  the  lights  to  the 
different  organizations  that  use  the  building  in  the  evenings. 
From  October  1st  to  February  1st  the  cost  for  electricity  was 
$28.00.  For  the  remainder  of  the  year  the  lights  will  be  used 
only  for  evening  functions,  so  it  would  seem  that  $50.00  a  year 
would  be  a  fair  estimate  for  the  cost  of  electricity. 

In  addition  to  the  money  raised  from  the  operetta  the  High 
school  earned  about  $350.00  by  various  means.  The  most  of  this 
money  was  used  for  graduating  expenses  and  athletics  and  oth- 
er school  activities. 

There  are  now  enrolled  in  the  High  school  33  students 
whose  home  is  in  Buckfield.  The  average  for  the  United  States 
is  27  per  1,000  population  and  in  Maine  is  25.8  per  1,000.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  town  students  there  are  17  from  the  surrounding- 
towns;  3  from  West  Minot,  3  from  Hebron,  3  from  Hartford 
and  8  from  Sumner. 

A  record  worthy  of  mention  was  made  by  the  present  Sen- 
ior class.  This  class  obtained,  during  the  month  of  January,  an 
average  rank  of  86.125%,  which  is  1.125%  higher  than  required 
for  certification  to  college. 
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The  student  body  is  carrying  on  the  same  student  activities 
that  have  been  in  effect  for  several  years,  namely :  Debating, 
public  speaking,  literary  society  and  operetta.  The  girls  have 
been  given  special  training  in  athletics  and  plans  are  on  foot  to 
organize  a  girls'  basketball  team  next  spring.  Cross  country 
running  was  attempted  last  fall  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  school.  The  results  were  quite  satisfactory.  There  will 
be  only  one  issue  of  the  Nezincot  Wave  for  the  current  year. 
There  is  a  deficit  of  $25.00  from  last  year  in  that  department 
and  it  was  thought  best  to  confine  the  work  to  one  issue  in  or- 
der to  cut  down  expenses  for  printing.  It  might  be  well  in  pass- 
ing to  note  that  Rumford  High,  the  claimant  of  the  Oxford 
County  Baseball  title  last  spring,  was  defeated  by  South  Paris 
High,  which  team  was  defeated  by  Buckfield.  There  has  been 
more  emphasis  placed  on  student  assembly  this  year  than  before 
and  the  tendency  is  to  allow  the  students  to  take  the  lead  in  this 
branch  of  work. 

At  present  there  are  the  following  represertit'  :es  of  Buck- 
field  High  in  higher  schools  of  education:  Five  at  Bates  College, 
one  at  Dartmouth,  one  at  Boston  University,  two  at  Lasell  Sem- 
inary, two  at  Farmington  Normal  and  one  at  Boston  Conserva- 
tory of  Music.  If  this  list  is  not  complete  I  would  be  pleased 
to  have  the  corrections  added  to  my  records. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Buckfield  for  their  very  gen- 
erous support  of  the  activities  of  the  High  school  and  to  assure 
each  and  every  one  of  the  earnest  efforts  that  are  being  put 
forth  to  keep  your  town  to  the  front  in  an  educational  way.

State  of  Maine  County  of  Oxford,  ss. 

To  J.  E.  Warren,  a  Constable  in  the  Town  of  Buekfield  in  said 
County,  Greeting: 
In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Buekfield, 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  the  Town 
House  in  said  town  on  Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  March  next,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to 
wit : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  report 
of  the  municipal  officers. 

'  Art.  3.'  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and  raise 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  schools  and  for  the  support  of  the  poor  and  for 
the  repair  of  the  roads  and  bridges  and  to  defray  all  other  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  by  ballot  a 
collector  of  taxes  and  to  establish  a  price  for  the  same. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  the  Zadoc  Long  library  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  cutting  bushes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  cemeteries  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  patrolman  for  State  Aid  roads  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art. -10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  for 
Memorial  Day. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  Free  High  school  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue  the  street 
lights  and  to  raise  or  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  one  or  more 
road  commissioners  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  silent 
policemen  and  parking  signs  for  village  and  raise  money  for  the 
same. 
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Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  two  hundred 
(200)  dollars  to  be  expended  on  road  running  from  O.  D.  War- 
ren farm  to  F.  A.  Cooper's. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  for  painting  bridges. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  snow  fence 
on  the  J.  B.  Mason  hill  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "  yes  "  or  "  no  "  on 
the  question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to 
entitle  the  town  to  State  Aid  as  provided  in  Section  19  of  Chap- 
ter 25  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1916. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  thirty-three  (533)  dollars  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  section  of  State  Aid  road  as  outlined  in  the  report 
of  the  Highway  Commission,  in  addition  to  the  amount  regular- 
ly raised  for  the  care  of  ways,  highways  and  bridges,  the  above 
amount  being  the  maximum  which  the  town  is  allowed  to  raise 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  19  of  Chapter  25  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  1916. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  to  be  expended  on  road  leading  from  East  Buck- 
field  to  W.  H.  Irish's,  starting  at  the  three  corners  near  Harold 
Shaw's,  ending  near  the  home  of  Aimer  Gammon. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  run  a  school  in 
any  district  where  the  attendance  is  less  than  required  by  law. 

The  selectmen  hereby  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  ses- 
sion for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  list  of  voters 
at  the  Town  House  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  day  of 
said  meeting.
